A 
general and 17;000 additional Italian 
troops are reported to have been cap- 
ture"!! bringing the total prisoners since 
the retreat from the Isonzo began to 
more than 250,000 according to Berlin. 
It is asserted also that in excess of 
2,300 guns have fallen into the hands 
of the Teutonic allies.

operations by the French and British 
forces are taking .place. 


Additional ground'has been gained 


by the British troops against the 
Turks, in. Palestine and along the 
Tigris river.

For a time it appeared 
there was.danger of a nice riot, but 
the military police took the situation 
in hand and at midnight everything 
was quiet, with most of the soldiers 
in quarters and a cordon of sentries 
out with orders to arrest and hold all 
stragglers. 


Tho trouble started when Jim Long, 


a. negro chauffeur, was arrested after 
running into a white woman. 
Long 


was taken to tho police station and 
released on bond, but 
the negroes 


heard "a soldier is being taken out to 
be lynched" and started out to rescue 
their comrade. As the soldiers start- 
ed through the streets they were 
joined by several hundred others with 
a large number of white persona. 


Jlllitary police went to the center of 


tho disturbance and rent about 70 o£ 
the soldiers to headquarters for inter- 
rogation. 
They were later sent to 


camp under guard. 


E. C. Ramage, living in the south- 


ern part of the city, reported to the 
police that negro troops had searched 
his automobile while he was driving 
near tho city with his wife and son 
and that th>i soldiers "roundly cursed 
him."

capital may not bo able to extend their control over the army or any 
considerable part ol! the country. However it is feared that itmcli 
blood must be shed and the nation further demoralized before any 
power arises above the turmoil strong enough to control the situation. 


Hard to Xicnrn Keiil Conditions. 
Both the state department and the 


Russian embassy still were without of- 
ficial advices tonight. 
Consequently, 


there was no official comment on the 
situation. 
Informally it was pointed 


out that with tho telegraph lines and 
the semi-official news agency at Pe- 
trograd in the hands o£ the radicals, 
it would be difficult to learn the true 
state ot affairs, although there was 
no disposition to question tho collapse 
of the provisional government's power 
in the capital. 


"Whether this control or the chan- 


nels o£ information will extend to in- 
terference" ol' dispatches which

bassador Francis and other diploma- 
tic representatives are seeking to send 
their government is not known. The 
suggestion that the new power at Pe- 
trosrad may be short lived is based 
on the fact that tho Cossacks, thn best

and Soil Pulverized. 


Repeated trinla have shown that 


early fall plowing gives much better 
conditions for a crop of green tho fol- 
lowing year than late plowing gives. 
Wlille August is a dry, hot month and 
other farm work presses, it rb advis- 
able to do as much plowing as pos- 
sible. On clean land no further treat- 
ment is needed. On -weedy land the 
August plowing should bo followed 
by occasional disking or harrowing, 
or by replowing In October.

~' So it came to pass that when the 
day of the railroad czars came to an 
end, as the day of all czars seems to 
do sooner or later, and much of the 
authority which had once vested in 
them begun to he exercised by public 
.•service commissions in the several 
.states, the abolttion of passenger trains 
became more or less a political ques- 
tion. Any attempt to do away with 
one was resisted to the bitter end by

it mattered not whether the particular 
objector lind ever been aboard the 
train or not.. Public service commis- 
sions were often reluctant to fly in the

more trains-, frequently enforced by the 
specific orders of the state commis- 
sions. 


So arose the situation as it is today.

RAISE FIVE VICE PRESIDENTS 


Tyler, Fillmore, Johnson, Arthur and 


Roosevelt Succeeded on Death 


of the President. 


Five vice presidents of the United 


States have oa the denth of the presi- 
dent succeeded to the higher 
office. 


The first president to die while In office 
was William Henrj- Harrison, grand- 
father of Benjamin. Harrison of In- 
diana. His death occurred April 4, 
1S41, just one month after his inaugur- 
ation. The vice president, John Tyler, 
then at his country home in Virginia, 
was officially notified of the event and 
on reaching Washington, at once took 
the oath of office as president. 


As this was the first case of the kind 


there was much discussion for a lime 
in and out of congress as to Tyler's 
proper title—that is, whether he WBS 
"vice president of the United States 
acting as president" or president. It 
was finally conceded on all sides that 
the language of the Constilution Is 
clear that on the death of the presi- 
dent in office the vice president be- 
comes, in narne as in fact, president. 
The framers of the Constitution did 
not leave the door open for trouble 
that might arise regarding the legality 
of acts done by an "acting president." 


On tho death of President Zacliary 


Taylor, July 9, 38oO, Vice President 
Millard Fillmore succeeded to the pres- 
idency and was nt n later date an un- 
successful candidate for election to the 
office. Andrew Johnson, the third vice 
president to succeed to the higher of- 
fice, took the oath April 15, 1S03. the 
day after the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. President Gnrfleld was 
shot July 2. 1981. died tho following 
September 10, and was immediately 
succeeded by Vice President Chester A. 
Arthur. Vice President Roosevelt suc- 
ceeded President MsKInley, who died 
September 14, 1901, and was the only 
oue of five vice presidents thus suc- 
ceeding to the office who was subse- 
quently elected to It.

in times of; peace has been based 
on n specific state policy. 
There 


has scarcely been a year since the 
war of '98 that a large expeditionary 
force of marines hns not been sent to 
some revolutionary-ridden country to 
the south of us. 


Its mission, in short, is to quell such 


insurrections, bring about the reign of 
law, order nnd good government, there- 
by denying to any foreign power the 
least possible excuse to violate the 
Monroe doctrine, us would surely have 
been the case in a number of instances 
had we allowed foreign interests to 
buffer during such insurrections. 


This expeditionary work has been 


and is the primary work of the Ma- 
rine corps. 
The results In Panama, 


Nicaragua, Cuba, Haytl and San Do- 
mingo speak of the manner In which 
this work was performed. 


Second in the matter of importance 


of work performed is that required of 
the advanced base force. 
This force 


is attached to the fleet, nnd when op- 
erating with It Is embarked on spe- 
cially constructed transports. 
It is 


essentially n war unit; its organization 
is complete In a big howitzer and field 
artillery batteries, machine gun, mine, 
engineer 
and signal units, together 


with airplane service and Infantry sup- 
ports. 


Force's Special Functions. 


The special function of this force in 


time of war and In conjunction with 
the fleet is to seize the harbor, fortify 
the positions, mine the sea approaches 
and defend il as a base from which 
the fleet can operate—in ju&t bucb 
manner ns occurred at the commence- 
ment of tho war of '98, when the ma- 
rines landed at 
Guantnnamo bay, 


Cuba, nnd held It against the superior 
forces for a base from which the fleet 
operated against the enemy m Santi- 
ago bay. 


The lust mentioned of tho three 


classes of work performed—that of the 
detachment on board o\ery battleship 
In the fleet—Is most Important These, 
fleet marines form a separate division 
on board for drill and battle stations; 
they man the torpedo defense battery, 
perform the guard duty and form the 
advance landing force. 


They receive, by reason-of this duty 


the necessary sea training to enable 
them to live in a restricted space (a 
most necessary military requirement), 
to handle boats nnd to serve naval 
ordnance ashore when necessary. 
It 


is the result of this nautical training 
that distinguishes the marine from tho 
soldier of tha army. 


The foregoing Is an outline of tho 


general duties of the marines—that in 
times of peace they represent the 
strong arm of the state depnttment 
in helping to maintain recognized gov- 
ernments, where Insurrectionary at- 
tempts at their overthrow are the gen- 
oral rule; that In time of war the corps- 
has Its specific work in connection with 
maritime an'l overseas operations, nnd

reason of their training a force of vet- 
eran soldiers of the navy for a van- 
guard to our overseas army that IS 
now in the making.

Adjusting Their Grievances—En- 


emy Must Listen. 


The Kskimos, who live in the ice- 


bound, barren Northland, have a way 
of settling quarrels which seems very 
strange and amusing to, those who live 
in a land of policemen and courts of 
justice. 
There, when quarrels arise, 


the man who has a grievance writes r 
song in which he telis the wrongs that 
have been done him. 
When this has 


been composed to his satisfaction, he 
Invites his enemy to come and hear 
him sing it. This the enemy must do, 
and he brings with him all his rela- 
tives and many of his friends, -while 
the singer also hns gathered his friends 
nnd relatives for the occasion, which 
Is considered something of a general 
entertainment by the people of the vil- 
lage in w hlch the men live. 


Then, while other men of the village
